FINAL SEDERUNT TODAY 
ih oem atteteneationdl 
Rev. Dr. Kilpatrick Sooke Last 
Night on Church Union  Resolu- 
tion on the Matter Adopted 


The Synod of Sritish Columbia was 
eceupied yesterday afternoon wiih the 
conswdieration of am appeal from the 
claurch at Kamloops. The appeal was 
finally pustained 

Last evening a large congregation 
attended the secerunt. Rev. A. Forbes 
of Fort Saskatchewan presented a re- 
port om ctairch life amd work. 

The report was followed by an ad- 
dress by Dr. Kiipatrick on tha subject 
of Murch union. The speaker was 
feartily 1 favor of the proposed union 
and pointed owt the many reasong for 
desiring it in a forcible and eloquent 
manner. 

Rev. Ewing, superintendent of Ckin- 
ese work, reported on the progress 
mrade in his department during the 
year and Rev. R. J. Wilson on the 
work of the Young People’s Society of 
Christian Emdeavor. 

Tiis morning’s Sederunt was occu- 
pied in coneiding the consifleration of 
the Kamloops appsal., Shortly before 
the oiose of the sessiom at noon a 
lengthy resolution was moved by Rev. 
Jno. A. Logan im favor of the organic 
union of tfre Prasbyterian, Methodist 
and Congregational churches. The time 
for discussion being short an amend- 
ment was carried that the Synod faver 
the general movement for union and 
acquleses in any action taken by the 
General Assembly. 

A vote of thanks was passed te those 
who have entertained the visiting mem- 
bers of the Synod.

The Thibetan Trouble 


Gyantse, Thbet. May 4.—The furth- 
er side of the Karo 7ass on the direct 
road to Lhasga is :rongly held by 
Thibetans and some of whom were 
Crawn from tke iate garrison of the 
Gyangtses Fort. A reconnoitering par- 
ty after crossing the summit of the 
pass and ‘descending a short way saw 
that the road was barred by a ‘‘wall” 
and in & few seconds heavy fire from 
Jingais and HKuropsan rifles was op- 
ened. No casualties. The number of 
Thibetans is placxi at 1500, and their 
position may threaten the line of com- 
munication with Kpnagma. No reply 
Ws-3 Made to the Thibetan’s fire. 

Sins Giang, Thibet, May 6.—Officials 
at ©hassa have determined to defy 
the British expedition. Strong recon- 
noitering forcas have ieft Gyangth to 
dislodge the Thibetan army on the 
farther side of Kharola Pass, where 
it menaces British communication. The 
presence of this army has been known 
for a fong time, but it was learned 
lately that its strength is being in- 
creased daily. It is expected there 
will be further fighting shortiy.
